rriHE  Commons  were  first  summoned  to  Parliament  49  Hen* 
^  in.  when  Simon  Mountfort»  Earl  of  Leicesteri  having  the 
King  and  Prince  in  his  power^  issued  writs  in  the  King's  name 
for  calling  a  Parliament,  in  which  Knights  of  the  Shire  were 
directed  to  be  chosen.  This  Parliament  had  the  denomination  of 
'  Mountfort's  Parliament ;'  but  after  his  defeat,  the  King  being 
his  own  master,  called  another  Parliament  the  same  year,  con- 
sisting only  of  the  Barons* 

Edward  I.  proceeded  in  the  same  manner  till  the  1 8th  of  his 
reign,  when  he  issued  summonses  to  several  Sheriffs,  to  summon 
two  Knights  of  the  Shire.  On  the  8th  of  October,  the  22d  of 
the  same  reign,  a  writ  was  issued  to  the  Sheriff  of  each  county, 
to  eIcA  two  Knights  of  the  Shire.  On  the  very  next  day,  he 
issued  another  writ,  for  electing  two  more  Knights  for  each 
county,  besides  those  before*mcntioned,  so  that  each  county  was 
repretented  by  four  Knights. 

In  the  Parliaments  of  the  18th  and  2ad  of  this  King,  the 
^rds  and  Commons  met  together  to  hear  the  causes  of  calling 

the 
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the  Parliament,  and  when  these  were  declared,  they  separated  to 
consider  and  debate.  The  Commons  were  then  only  the  Knights 
of  the  Shirei  but  in  the  year  following,  viz.  the  3d  of  OAober, 
23d  Edward  I.  the  writs  were  for  electing  two  Knights  for  each 
Shire,  two  Citizens  for  each  City,  and  two  Burgesses  for  each 
Borough.  The  writ  of  the  49th  Hen.  III.  -is  only  ad  traB.  fa* 
c<msu\.  to  treat  and  consult,  but  those  of  King  Edward  are  ad 
consul.  ^  consentiend.  to  consult  and  constni  \  which  laft  word  is 
very  material,  it  giving  the  legislative  power  ;  therefore  the  Par- 
liament of  King  Edward  I.  may  \>t  said  to  be  really  th^  first,  that 
of  King  Henry  III.  being  a  measure  of  the  King^s  Minister,  or 
rather  Governor,  and  which  the  King  shewed  his  dislike  to,  by 
returning  to  the  former  method  of  summoning  the  Barons  only. 
King  Edward  III.  in  the  23d  of  his  reign,  also  first  summoned 
the  Convocation,  because  (as  the  writ  says)  That  which  concerns 
all,  should  be  approved  by  all. 

The  Counties  were  ascertained,  but  the  Sheriffs  had  it  left  to 
their  discretion  to  summon  what  Cities  and  Boroughs  they 
thought  fit,  in  which  they  took  great  liberties,  by  summoning  in 
a  partial  and  arbitrary  manner  \  it  being  then  reckoned  a  burden 
to  the  People,  the  elected  being  tienpaidhj  the  EUBors ;  nor  had 
the  Representatives  at  that  time  any  advantage^  more  than  their 
wages.  In  the  2d  of  Richard  II.  a  law  was  made  to  hinder  these 
arbitrary  proceedings^  but  it  proved  inefieflual  \  so  that  several 
Boroughs  were  exempted  by  charter  from  the  Crown,  othen 
were  left  out  by  the  Sheriff,  many  of  which  have  been  restored 
since  the  Reformation* 

The  Knights  of  the  Shire  were  at  first  elefted  by  the  Common- 
alty of  the  County,  which  Lord  Coke  explains  to  be  the  Free- 
holders in  general,  and  these,  by  the  statute  of  Henry  VI.  aic 
restrained  to  Freeholders  of  40s.  per  annum.  The  original  me- 
thod of  Eledion  for  Cities  and  Borpughs,  was  either  in  the  Com- 
monalty at  large,  or  restrained  to  particular  Bodies  of  Men  wi- 
thin the  same,  who  contributed  to  the  charge.  And  it  is  sup- 
posed, where  the  Boroughs  were  of  the  King's  demesnes,  the 
King's  Tenants,  or  such  as  paid  him  any  acknowledgement,  were 
the  EleAors;  and  where  a  Distri£i  was  made  a  Borough,  generally 
the  Inhabitants  at  large  were  liable  to  the  charge^  and  in  them  was 
vested  the  power  of  Election.  In  Boroughs  incorporate^  the  Boij 
corporate  only  were  liable,  and  had  only  the  right  of  Eledion : 
And  where  it  was  in  the  Copimunity  ?t  large,  and  the  poorer 
sort  joined  not  in  the  payment  of  the  expcncesj  those  only  who 

paid 
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paid  became  a  sele&body,  aad  had  voice  in  the  Eiedion  of  Re- 
presentatives 'f  from  whence  arofe  the  Right  of  Eleflii^n  by  Inha- 
bitants paying  Scot  and  Lpt :  And  from  the  alienation  of  the 
King's  demesnes)  the  Owners  or  Possessors  of  those  tenements  re* 
tain  the  Right,  which  is  what  we  call  now  Burgage^Tenure^  their 
Predecessors  being  the  original  Burgesses.  As  to  Boroughs  which 
ele  A  by  Inhabitants  at  large,  it  is  supposed  they  were  such  as  con- 
tributed to  wages,  as  long  as  wages  were  paid  ;  and  though  they 
do  not  now  pay,  they  found  their  claim  upon  the  payment  of 
their  ancestors. 

The  restored  Boroughs"fiad  no  Right  of  Eledion  settled  upon 
their  restoration,  and  therefore  feem  to  be  left  to  their  ancient 
Rights.  But  it  must  be  observed,  that  in  all  determinations  the 
proved  Usage  has  been  looked  upon  to  be  the  Right.  Several  Bo- 
roughs have  privilege  of  Representation  in  Parliament  granted 
them  by  charter  since  the  Reformation,  and  upon  the  words  of 
the  charter  the  Right  of  £le£tion  depends. 

Petitions  and  contests  concerning  Elections  began  in  the  time 
of  King  Edward  III.  and  were  originally  io  the  King  (after  in  the 
King)  in  Parliament,  because  all  points  of  Elefiion  were  an- 
ciently returnable  there.  But  in  the  7th  of  Henry  IV.  a  statute 
was  made  that  they  should  be  returned  into  Chancery ;  where- 
fore, upon  the  common  maxim  of  the  execution  of  writs  being  to 
be  examined  by  the  power  from  whence  they  issued,  the  Great 
Seal  assumed  a  jurisdiction  in  these  matters  :  but  in  the  29th  of 
Elizabeth,  in  the  case  of  the  Norfolk  Eledion,  and  others  in  that 
reign,  the  Great  Seal  submitted  to  the  claim  of  the  Commons* 

As  the  House  of  Peers,  without  consulting  the  Commons, 
have  always  determined  the  Rights  of  Peerage,  the  Commons, 
for  the  same  reason,  took  upon  them  to  judge  of  their  Eled^ions; 
and  in  their  representation  to  King  James  I  fet  forth,  That^ 
though  they  'were  but  a  Part  of  a  Body  as  to  make  new  Lanvs^  yet, 
for  any  Matter  of  the  Privileges  of  their  House^  they  ivere^  and  ever 
have  been,  a  Court,  of  themselves,  of  sufficient  Poioer  to  discern  and  de* 
termine  without  their  Lordships^  as  their  Lordshtps  have  always  used 
to  do  for  theirs  without  them. 

The  methods  of  proceedings  on  controverted  £le£bions  have 
been  various,  but  the  final  determination  always  by  the  whole 
House.     In  Committees,  it  has  been  usual  to  examine  the  matter/ 
state  the  evidence,  and  lay  it  before  the  House  for  their  determi- 
nation.   Other  Elections  have  been,  and  still  are,  heard  at  the

Bar,  and  determined  by  the  whole  Hoiide.-  The  witnesses  af« 
not  sworn,  but  if  they  give  false  or  prevaifcating  evidence,  they 
are  punished  by  imprisonment.  By  a  ftatute  of  the  2d  of  the  late 
King,  it  is  enaifted>  That  the  last  determination  of  the  House  be 
final.
